Transacting an unusual amount of 
business and adjourning at the unprec¬ 
edented hour of !i:15 was the novel ex¬ 
perience at the city trustees' session 
last night. No one present could re¬ 
member when the board had adjourned 
earlier than eleven o'clock anil mid¬ 
night sessions have not been uncom¬ 
mon. Chairman Moote kept things 
moving at a lively pace and there was 
no time lost in unnecessary discussion. 

Contracts were awarded on all the 
improvement projects which have been 
hanging tire tor some weeks. E. A. 
Clayton was the lucky bidder on tler- 
mosa avenue and on Adams street. The 
amount of the various bids as com¬ 
puted by Engineer fcfixby was as fol¬ 
lows:

Trustee Johnson asked about the law 
covering fireworks. Attorney Mont¬ 
gomery said the ordinance does not 
piotubii the sale of the hreworks or 
luecrackers but does prohibit their 
uisciiurge. l he trustees voted that it 
be expressed as the sense of the meet¬ 
ing that the ordinance be inforced and 
that we have u sane Fourth." 

Ordinance No. 133 provides as fol¬ 
lows: "it shall be unlawful for any 

person to shoot, lire or discharge any 
firearms, or tire, discharge or explode 
any tire crackers or any other explo¬ 
sives or cause to be set off or released 
any inllammable paper balloons with 
lighted tapers therein, commonly 
known as hot air balloons within the 
city of Sierra Madre. 

Order Weeds Removed 

Weeds and dead grass in parkings 
and sidewalks were ordered remov ed by 
resolution. The street superintendent 
will post notices in front of all proper¬ 
ly and if the work is not done by the 
property owner within ten days there¬ 
after it vvi 1 be done by the city and 
the cost becomes a lien against the 
property. 

Oil Sturtevant Road 

Petition from property owners along 
titirtevant road asked that the road¬ 
way be surface oiled, under the pre¬ 
vailing lattice of the property owners 
paying for the oil and the city paying 
tor the labor. The work was ordered, 
covering a strip of about lion feet east 
from Mountain trail avenue. 

Vacancy Not Filled 

There being nu great competition for 
the .Vacant job of trustee, and there 
being nu pressing business requiring a 
full hoard the four members thought 
the tilling of the vacancy might as 
well be taken under consideration un¬ 
til the next meeting on July 8. 

M0VI£ AMBITIONS 

SADLY SHATTERED 

Whatever ambitions a hundred or 
mote Sierra Madre people ever might 
have hail to become "movie" actors 
were rudely shattered on Wednesday 
when they got a taste of the real thing. 
J.ured by the prospect of earning a dol¬ 
lar apiece for a few hours' work, with 
a lot of excitement on the side, they 
enlisted with a company which came 
up from the Balboa studios at Long 
Beach. Men, women and children were 
engaged anil taken to Carter's Camp, 
where they were transformed into na¬ 
tives of Hawaii. The transformation 
process usually consisted of taking off 
shoes and stockings and smearing face, 
hands and legs with ochre or some 
other yellow stutf. The company of 
fifty or more Balboa "stars" and the 
local recruits were then put through a 
course of stunts supposed to have some 
connection with a story Involving a 
Hawaiian volcanic eruption. They were 
raced up and down the mountain side 
and chased through dusty roads. They 
were brought down town and ordered 
to flee in terror down Baldwin avenue, 
escaping from the eruption. A real 
eruption could not have been much 
hotter than were the street paving and 
the dust of the canyon roads to boro 
feet. After it was all over and the 
company disbanded the expected dollar 
was found to he for men only, women 
usually receiving fifty cents and chil¬ 
dren receiving two hits for their hard 
work. 
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| FUNGUS TREATMENT FOR 


Merchants Will Close Stores on 
Thursday Afternoons Dur¬ 
ing Summer Months 

Half-holidays for store keepers and 
employes on Thursday afternoons dur¬ 
ing July and August will be in ougu- 
rated next week. This action is to be 
taken as a result of discussion at the 
meeting of the Merchants’ Association 
on Wednesday evening. 

Practically all lines of business ex¬ 
cept retail establishments in country 
towns get a weekly half holiday during 
the summer months. Local merchants 
were unable to see whv they were hot 
entitled to the same privilege. Satur¬ 
day closing being Impracticable for 
the grocers and market men, tin* mid¬ 
week holiday will lie taken as on alter¬ 
native. These stores all have long 
hours, and no one is more deserving of 
tlic half day off. Customers v ill not lie 
inconvenienced by the practice if they 
will only keep it In n.litd and plan 
their buying accordingly. 

Officers for the coming half year 
were elected at the meeting. J. F. f-'ad- 
ler was elected vice president and 
President Welsher and Secretary- 
Treasurer Dennison were retained in 
office. 

The license ordinance was threshed 
over in a lengthy discussion. The liter- , 
chants arc not averse to a Justlj ail- 
portioned license ordinance, hut they 
do insist that it should apply lo nil 
lines of business and lie enforced im¬ 
partially, or lie repealed. 

WEED AND FIRE LAWS 

PUZZLING TO MANY 

What the City Ordinances Pro¬ 
vide in Regard to Use of 
Fire in Clearing Lots 

Confusion has arisen in the minds of 
some as to tilt 1 city s legislation regald- 
ing tin- clearing of inflammable weeds 
and tlic use of tire for burning rubbish 
anil clearing lots. Marshal Udell has 
been engaged for some time sending 
out notices to property owners order¬ 
ing tlie removal of inllammable weeds, 
grass, etc., from their property. This 
is done under the terms of Ordinance 
No. 153, adopted in 1313, as a measure 
of fire protection. The great danger 
from fires spreading in dry grass and 
weeds during the summer months 
makes this precaution obviously nec¬ 
essary. 

Some persons on receiving the no¬ 
tice just mentioned, take it so seriously 
that they run rigid off and set tire to 
the inflammable weeds with the Idea of 
getting rid of them the quickest way 
possible. They overlook the city ordin¬ 
ance governing the use of tires and 
when called to account are sorely dis¬ 
turbed Sometimes they become seri¬ 
ously peeved. Understanding of the fire 
ordinance would avoid such trouble. 
Why Care Is Necessary 

Strict (ire regulations are necessary 
in Sierra Madre, not merely for the 
protection of homes, but also because j 
of the constant danger of lire in the j 
mountains. Safety of the city water 
supply makes il absolutely necessary 
to take every precaution. 

Because of the nearness lo the moun¬ 
tains die district north of Brand View 
avenue is placed in a separate district 
where the regulations are more striet 
than in tin* rest of the city. In some 
places' a lire starting in the grass on 
tlie north side of that street would 
have an unbroken sweep and could ; 
spread to the mountains without inter- I 
ferenee of cross streets or roads. Fur¬ 
thermore, after nine or ten o'clock in 
the morning the prevailing winds blow 
toward the mountains, making addi¬ 
tional precautions necessary after that 
time. Bearing these things in mind the 
reasons for the various provisions of 
ttie fire ordinance are readily under¬ 
stood. 

Fire Regulations 

Ordinanee No. 300, adopted recently, 

I will go into effect on July 4. it makes 
| it unlawful to burn rubbish, refuse, 
brush lilies or fionlires north of Grand 
View avenue except between tlic hours 
of 6 and 3 am., or In any other part 
of liie city except during tlie daytime. 
Anil for any bonfires anywhere it is 
necessary to obtain a permit from the 
city marshal. No such lire may J)e 
within 35 feet of any building, fence of 
other inflammable structure. 

To burn grass and weeds from a lot 
anywhere in tlie city it Is necessary lo 
notify the city marshal and obtain a 
permit. 

It is unlawful to allow lire to spread 
to within 10 feet of the boundaries of 
any lot or premises on which it is 
started. It is unlawful to light or burn 
any fire upon paved or improved 
streets, tlie oil or asphaltiim being in¬ 
flammable, or easily damaged by fire. 

The old ordinances which will lie su¬ 
perceded by this one on July 4, are not 
materially different except that no fire 
permits are required in the territory 
south of Grand View avenue.

The only cloud that bedecked the whole 
affair was the gloom on the faces of 
liie men, who grumbled and growled 
and wondered why they were not in¬ 
vited. 


With the closing of schools, disciples 
of the simple life begin their occupa¬ 
tion of mountain camps and homes. 
Ttie emigration from towns and cities, 
beginning in May and gathering vol¬ 
ume day liy day, is now going on with 
a rush, and within tlie month will 
have reached its climax. Rather slowly 
but surely, nevertheless, and with ac¬ 
celerated haste each year, mail is ex¬ 
tending ids dominion over the great 
scenic* highlands of Southern Califor¬ 
nia. So gradually has this movement 
gained momentum Unit as yet there is 
scant apprehension of its magnitude, 
but it is a rational prediction that all 
naturally available mountain locations 
within easy reach of Los Angeles and 
San Gabriel Valley towns will lie more 
or less permanently occupied during 
Hie next decade. 

"Cabin Town" in Santa Anita can¬ 
yon exemplifies this increasing social 
tendency to cultivate anew a personal 
friendship with nature. Established 
tentatively and duubtingly by a half 
dozen pioneers about lour years ago, 
tlie colony now boasts 133 permanent 
cabins of stone and timber and a 
summer population of nearly 800. The 
number of all-the-year-round residents 
lias steadily increased. Two prosper¬ 
ous general stores cater to the wants 
of tlic community and a summer school 
for children was established last sea¬ 
son and will continue during tlie pres¬ 
ent. A convenient pavilion with phon¬ 
ograph orchestra is used for social af¬ 
fairs. which are many and varied. Most 
of Hie possible sites ill this particular 
canyon amphitheater have been built 
upon, but a few more cabins will be 
put up tliis season. Borne of tin* yards 
are planted to flowers and shrubs and 
there is a growing inclination to con¬ 
vert the cabins into real homes. The 
building sites range from sixteenth to 
quarter acre plots and are leased from 
tin* government for a term of years 
witli privilege of renewal. 

VVlial has been done in Santa Anita 
canyon will doubtless lie duplicated in 
scores of other canyons as time passes. 
Tin- present liberal and appreciative 
attitude of supervisors toward tlie con¬ 
servation of forest and water indicates 
that tlie subject of a road across tlie 
mountains from Sierra Madre will 
eventually be officially endorsed by 
them and submitted to popular deci¬ 
sion. When the roads are built, as they 
must lie, hundreds of locations along 
their routes will la* rendered habitable 
and Hie Sierra Mudres will come into 
their own as the recreation purk with¬ 
out a peer for the teeming thousands 
of the lowlands.

The campaign 
was waged with much evidence of hit¬ 
ter feeling and as usual, in small town 
elections, tlie issues were extremely 
complicated, involving matters having 
little or nothing to do with municipal 
affairs. The vote is taken to mean an 
indorsement of tlie genera! improve¬ 
ment policy of tlie present trustees.

On Thursday, June 17th, the State 
Horticultural Commissioner with a 
number of horticultural scientists from 
tlie State University, county horticul¬ 
tural commissioners and others inter¬ 
ested. made a trip to the orange and 
olive groves in the San Gabriel Valley, 
Glendale and San Fernando, to ascer¬ 
tain tin- results of inoculating tlie trees 
'vith a fungus claimed to act injurious¬ 
ly on black scale insects. In some cit¬ 
rus districts near the coast, such a 
fungus has been noted at times for 
many years, but the benefit resulting | 
from il lias never been sullieiently ex¬ 
tensive and reliable to be of material 
aiti in scale control. 

Tlie following is the report author¬ 
ized by tliis delegation, comprising 
man> well known scientists and ex¬ 
perts in tliis brunch of knowledge. 

We tin* undersigned, a committee 
delegation called together by the Hor¬ 
ticultural Commissioners of the State 
of California and the County of Los 
Angeles, for tlie purpose of investigat¬ 
ing the effectiveness of treatment witli 
cultures of a fungus claimed to con¬ 
trol black scale (Saissetia olea), do re¬ 
port as follows: 

<>n June 17th, liHf», the delegation 
including besides ourselves Hr. A. J. 
Cook, state horticultural commissioner; 
J. P. Coy, horticultural commissioner 
San Bernardino county; William Wood, 
horticultural commissioner Bos An- 
Angeles county; 1). J. Carpenter, San 
Biego; J. H. Wright, Riverside; Ken- 
m th AlcUea, Cucamonga; Mr. Putnam. 
Inglewood; Hr. A. G. Smith, horticul¬ 
tural inspector Los Angeles county; 
Mr. Hurdick, Riverside; and Bruce 
Turner, horticultural inspector Los 
Angeles county, visited several groves 
of citrus and olive trees in the San 
Gabriel \ alley. Glendale, Pacoirna and 
San Fernando, some of which hail been 
treated with the fungus which, it is 
claimed, has controlled the black scale 
i Saissetia olea), and others which had 
not been so treated, and find no evi¬ 
dence either in the treated or the un¬ 
treated groves that a fungus of any 
kind has entered into the control of 
this pest in these districts. No differ¬ 
ence was noted between the treated 
and the untreated groves under similar 
conditional"

It Is a mistake to add bluing, 
for no matter how white and fresh real 
laces are they never have the bluish 
tinge which Is always an indication of 
imitation laces which have been luun 
deled In the usual way. 

A delicate cream or even an Ivory 
tone Is something to be desired In old 
laces, nnd unless one baa a particular 
fondness for dead white It will be 
found that the cream tone Is lntlnltelr 
more becoming. Therefore use no blu 
lng. 

To dry the lace use either a good 
sized bottle which has been wrapped 
about with strips of canton llanuel or 
old linen and on this very carefully 
wind the lace, picking out the delicate 
edges aud If necessary using extremely 
fine pins or ueedles here and there to 
keep the luce from narrowing or curl¬ 
ing while It dries. 

Sometimes an Ironing board will be 
found to do just as well us the bottle.

WEDDING GIFTS. 


KITCHEN SYSTEM. 


How to Equip tho Kitchen Properly 
end Eliminate Confusion. 

Have you ever gone Into u home or 
visited hi one where the household 
was In u hubbub? Everything seem¬ 
ed quiet uutll an hour before meal 
time and then there came a terrible 
gale that blew from parlor to kitchen. 

You probably wondered at first as to 
the reason for this. Hut when you 
visited the kitchen the difficulty ex¬ 
plained Itself. The kitchen had been 
neglected— hi short. It lucked many of 
Its proper tools. It was not standard 
lzed, and this neglect was shown In 
the utter confusion nnd disorder. 

There are a number of fuels for 
cooking, such as wood, coal, gas, kero¬ 
sene and electricity. Each Individual 
housekeeper must decide for herself 
which fuel she prefers, but she should 
have two well equipped stoves If she 
can afford It. If she has hut one It 
certainly should be properly equipped 

Among the articles to be kept neat 
the stove are the teakettle, the suit 
box, the pepper shaker, the flour drctlg- 
er. the |K)t covers, the large cast livfi 
frying pan, the small wrought Iron fry¬ 
ing pan. matchbox, dripping pan, grid 
die nnd stove clothB. 

Among the dishes to he kept neat 
the table are pitchers, ten cnnlstef, 
coffeepot, measuring cups, potato 
masher, biscuit cutter, lemon squeeze!, 
rolling pin aud chopping howl. You 
may provide yourself with all these 
things nnd waste much time when 'll 
comes to the actual cooking nnd bak¬ 
ing. If your kitchen Is large have 
two tables. One can lie wooden, cov¬ 
ered with an oilcloth top, and the oth¬ 
er you can fold and unfold ami move 
to any part of the room you like. 

In the large kitchen drawer keep h 
knife box outfit. You will need ah 
these utensils In cooking nnd you can¬ 
not take the time to wash them an 
you go along. These are three knives, i master, 
three forks, one dozen nltimlnlnni 
spoons, cake turner, apple corer. vege 
table knife and knife sluirpeuer. Then 
you should have plenty of dishes In 
which to set food until you are ready 
to use It. Be sure to have contain¬ 
ers for cooked food and supplies, such 
as a bread box, cake box and Jars. 

The miscellaneous things are not to 
he neglected. A clock, scissors, Ice 
pick, garbage can and coffee can all 
have their places In the kitchen. Mnaj 
of these utensils appear as uoneeseu 
thils. hut they are all helpH.

DESSERTS FOR EARLY SUMMER. 

T O begin with, make use of such 
belated grapefruit and oranges 
us you can get. Fruit salad Is al 
ways a delicious luncheon dessert, and 
wluit the citrus fruits lack In flavor at 
Mils time of year you can give to them 
by the addition of other fruits Grape 
fruit, orange and pineapple are dell 
clous together. Prunes shredded and 
added lo either oranges or grapefruit 
give a good flavor. Candled cherries, 
the liquid from maraschino cherries or 
wine can l>e added to grapefruit and 
I orange with good results If you mix 
diced hanaiuis with the other fruits 
first soak tin* bananas In u little lemon 
Juice that Is, pour the lemon Juice 
over I he dloeil lama tins 
A few strawberries can he made to 
; go a long way when they llrst appear 
j and are expensive If they are mixed 
i with other fruits For Instance, pre¬ 
pare a fruit salad of oranges and ha 
lianas, and to each cupful add four big. 
ripe strawberries 

Half a dozen berries served with vn 
nllla Ice cream give a summer like 
touch to tills usual dessert, yel served 
In this way n pint of berries will go a 
long way. It never pays to get cheap 
berries early in the season. It Is far 
better to get expensive berries and 
serve them sparingly than to get the 
cheap, more acidulous sort and serve 
them lavishly Half a dozen berries, 
too, enn he added to each portion of 
homemade charlotte russc to good ef¬ 
fect. and. to emphasize its timely na¬ 
ture, this dessert can Is* called straw 
berry charlotte russe 
All sorts of water Ices are particu¬ 
larly refreshing and tempting when 
the first warm weather arrives. Vnrl 
oils fruit Juices from last year’s sup 
ply of canned fruit can be used to tin 
vor water lees, with a little lemon 
Julep to give piquancy If the fruit tin 
vor is very sweet The plain water 
ice, of course, consists of the fruit 
Juice simply frozen To make n slier 
hot add the beaten whites of two or 
three eggs for each quart of Juice when 
II Is almost frozen or a tablespoon fill 
of gelatin softened In n little cold wa¬ 
ter and added before the Juice Is 
frozen. 

For a change sometimes grate bit 
ter chocolnto Into vnnllln Ice crenm 
mixture Just before freezing. Tho flu 
vor of chocolate will be there, but the 
color of chocolate will not. Instead, 
the result will be a white Ice cream 
dotted with brown 
Grape Juice sherbet Is delicious. Add 
the Juice of two lemons to each quart 
of grape Juice and add more sugar If 
necessary, then add dissolved gelatin 
and freeze one tablespoonful of gela¬ 
tin for a quart of grape Juice. 

Custards, floating island and other 
desserts made of milk and eggs should 
always, especially at Ibis time of year, 
lx* dnlntlly made and daintily served. 
Three tnblcspoonfnls of smooth boiled 
custard chilled thoroughly and served 
In a thin, long stemmed glass, with a 
big tablespoonful of beaten egg white 
topped with a single candled cherry. Is 
far more appetizing, remember, than 
the same dessert served more gener¬ 
ously without the cherry In big china 
saucers
